INSTITUTE EVENTS 


January 11, 2001 marked the visit of feminist and peace activist, 
Starhawk. Her talk, “Magic, Vision and Action”, took place at the Samuel 
Bronfman Building and was co-sponsored by Concordia’s Department of 
Religion. 


The Institute held its first annual Feminist Film Festival. The debut 
film, shown at the Institute on February 27, 2001, was a documentary by 
Manjira Datta, entitled “Present Times”. The film documented the life of 
Dr. Joyati Gupta, a visiting Shastri Fellow, as she examined the demand for 
equal rights to land and productive resources of the state by the peasant 
women of West Bengal, India. The event was co-sponsored by Concordia’s 
Political Science and Religion Departments. The second film, “Dress 
Fitting”, by Concordia’s Sandra Weber and McGill’s Claudia Mitchell, 
examined issues of body image, identity, heteronomativity, and mother- 
daughter relationships evoked through memories of the high school prom. 
March 2, 2001, marked the premiere showing of this digital video. To mark 
the occasion, the filmmakers displayed examples of various dresses and 
prom memorabilia. On March 27, 2001, author and filmmaker Dai Sil Kim- 
Gibson traveled from New York to present her film, “Silence Broken: 
Korean Comfort Women”, in H-110. The film examined the lives of the 
Korean women forced into sexual servitude by the Japanese Imperial Army 
during WWII. This event was co-sponsored by Concordia University’s 
Departments of Anthropology & Sociology and Religion, the McGill Centre 
for Research and Teaching on Women and the Centre for East Asian 
Research. The fourth film in the series, “WereWere Liking”, by Issiaka 
Konate, was presented in collaboration with the Département d’ études 
fran¢aises and the Consulat de France. It was screened on April 2, 2001 in 
the Faculty Club, H-767. It was not only part of the Simone de Beauvoir 
Institute’s Feminist Film Festival, but also marked the debut of the series, 
“Féminisme et Francophonie”, to be continued in the Fall of 2001. 


On March 12, 2001, Dr. Jane Marcus, Distinguished Professor of 
English and Women’s Studies at City University of New York, presented a 
lecture entitled “Can a Woman be a Public Intellectual? The Case of Nancy 
Cunard.” Following the event, which was co-sponsored by Concordia’s 
Department of English, a dinner was held at the Institute for invited friends 
and guests.
